10 YKAHS AOO 


The Code of Newspapers 


A 


JUSTICE of the District of Columbia Supreme Court sent 
to jail yesterday three reporters of the Washington Time* 


who refused to tell a grand jury where they bought whisky 
while gathering evidence for a series of newspaper articles 
exposing enforcement conditions in the national capital. 


The reporters told the judge they were gathering evi- 


dence for their newspapers. They had obtained admission to 
"speakeasies" by pledging their word not to reveal the names 
and addresses of the liquor operators. They pleaded, there- 
fore, that journalistic ethics prohibited them from testify- 
"'ing before the grand jury, ; 7 . , 


The judge told the reporters lie didn't'recognize "(jour- 


nalistic'-'ethics," and held them to be in contempt of cojurt 
for refusing to answer the grand jury's questions. 


1 The; reporters were right. The judge was wrong. He 


was wrong, in the fashion that jurisprudence usually is 
wrong, when following the literal interpretation of the law 
in defiance of concrete facts. 


According to the law, newspaper reporters, being citi- 


zens like the rest, are subject to summons by a grand jury, 
and when called before that body must answer its questions. 


But, according to the facts, newspaper reporters hold 


:a semi-public position which frequently carries them on a 
confidential mission for their paper. If the paper stands for 
the public interest—and it generally does—then it is ob- 
vious that the strict application of the law against the re- 
porters is merely a back-handed attempt to suppress a news- 
paper expose. 


The history of American newspapers proves that al- 


most every great political scandal is first revealed through 
investigations conducted by the press. If newspaper ethics 
are not to be recognized by the courts, then certainly the 
newspapers are warranted in throwing a bouquet to the 
lawyers—for it is notorious that no criminal is such a black- 
guard that he lacks an advocate. 


To quote a concrete case involving the same principle 


brought out at Washington yesterday, Stanley Andrews and 
this writer were editing the El Dorado I)<Ulii A/c/r.s in H)2tt- 
24 when by actual count of newspaper reporters there were 
fifty-five open saloons in Union county. The .sheriff would 
not make arrests. The district attorney's office said it 
could do nothing, because the duty of that office was to try 
offenders—not to get evidence on them. 
Meanwhile, the 


saloons were running, and men refused to bring their fami- 
lies to a city surrounded by a county of that character. 


The El Dorado Daily Ncwx broke the barrel-houses of 


Union county with on fell stroke, simply sending reporters 
to the various houses and describing conditions as they found 
them. They did not call names. They did not give addresses. 
But they drew for the voters of Union county a t r u t h f u l pic- 
ture of the state of law enforcement in that .section of Ar- 
kansas. 


Subsequently, the district attorney's 
office inquired 


whether the reporters would be willing to appeal1 before the 
grand jury. They would not. Their evidence was the proper- 
ty of the newspaper—the state had to get its own evidence. 


The fact that the state did get the evidence, and that 


the barrel-houses went out of Union county on December 
81, 1924, was the result of a successful newspaper crusade. 


From this distance we. should judge thai the editors of 


the Washington Times had an equally good motive when 
they set the reporters onto Washington's underworld. 


They are right. The judge is wrong. The judiciary dis 


closes the law to the people, but the newspaper discloses the 
facts; and no judge has the right, moral or legal, to make 
undercover men out of reporters while pursuing a given line 
of duty.
